ernment, is satisfactory to the mem- 
bers of the Phllli)pine commission. 
Under the clrcumstanr es thi v believe 
it is politically wise to fulfill the ex- 
pectations and aspirations of tbe na- 
tives on that date providing that this 
Is done without causing liability or a 
sacrifice of tha costoms revenuca. 



Wood on the Situation. 
Washington, June 21. — Secretary 
Root has received a re'iort from (i . 
ernor Qeneral Wood concerning 'af 
faira in Cuba, in which tbe 
governor says that tbe action 
of the constitutional convention 
in accepting the Piatt amendment as 
passed by congress is received with 
general satisfaction throughout the 
island. Tbe great dilBculty which is 
now contended with in Cuba is that 
relating to commercial affairs and the 
necessity of better markets for Cuban 
products without the tariff restric- 
tions in tbe United States. Nothing 
can be done, however, until the Cuban 
government Is formed, when a reci- 
procity arrangement may be made. 

Civil Oevernment In Philipplnee. 

Washington, June 21. — Secretary 
Root Issued the order of the president 
ei tablisbing civil governiiu nt in the 
Philippines. Tbe order reliev«B tbe 
military governor of Philippinea from 
the performaace of civil dutiee on and 
after July 4, but declares that bis au- 
thority will be exercised as hereto- 
fore lu those districts In which the In- 
surrection still exists. Mr. William H. 
Taft. president of tbe Philippine com- 
mission, is appointed civil governor 
and will exercise executive authoilty 
In all civil affairs In the governnid.i 
of the Phlllppinps heretofore exi r 
cised in such affairs by tbe m;Utary 
governor. 

Relics of Benedict Arnold. 
Burlington, Vt., June 21.— J. G. Fal- 
con, a diver, made the greatest find of 
relics ever known on Lake Cham- 
plain. He visited the spot where the 
schooner Royal Savage, commanded 
by General Benedict Arnold, was 
sunk In 1776 by the British. He se- 
cured three gun carriages and about 
SO cannon balla and shot Tbe relics 
were discovered in about 80 feet of 
water. The carrlases are made of 
wood and Iron, tbe former being now 
petrified. Further investigation, it is 
thought, may lead to finding the pri- 
vate papers of Benedict Arnold, 
which were lost on the boat 

Martfaged Property In Cuba. 

Washington, June 21.— Reports of 
distress continue to reach Washit.g 
ton from debtors in Cuba. Governor 
General Wood has announced that all 
classes of creditors are at liberty to 
toke action aad enforce the collection 
of mortgage credite on all kind of 
property. Mortgages on property in 
Cuba amount to |2U8.00U,000. |100,- 
000.000 of which is on city real estate 
and tbe remainder on rural properly. 
Seventy-nlna par oaat of the value of 
the city raalaatoto la Indebtedness and 
58 per cent of the value of tbe rural 
property la Indabtcdneaa.

NiCHOLAsvii LK, Ky., Junc 20.— lo au 
interview to-day with Rev. B. D. Biven 
as to the serious cbargee made against 
bim by Mr. Jamea Jacobs he gave out 
the following statement: 

"The facta are theae: Mr. James 
Jaooba came to my room and talked in 

nn Uwulting and abusing manner. The 
flrat time he came was about one month 
i ago. I took bla iaanlta the flrat time 
without resentment, bat the second time 
It was more than tbe manhood of any 
gentleman oould atand. I told Mr. 
Jacobs to leave the room, and^upon his 
not going at once I kicked him down the 
steps and out of the honsaw I was then 
arreeted on a warrant sworn out by Mr. 
Jacoba for breach of the peace, pleaded 
guilty and was fined S6 and coats. I waa 
also put nnder a pence bond of |60 on ac- 
count of a warrant sworn out by Jacobs. 

"The troiible arose from some objec- 
tion to me returning as pastor to this 
church at the beginning of the conference 
year, some eieht months ago. Mr. Ja- 
cobs ia a member of my congregation at 
NicholaaviUe, but is by no manna a rep- 
resentative member. He is a very con- 
tentious man, and was in no way repre- 
senting his church when he waited on 
me, but took the matter wholly in his 
own hands, without the consultation of a 
single member of my church.

The Maysville ud Big Saidy Railread 

Most Pay Tornpike Tax as Fixed 
by tile t'enimissioB. 

Fbankfort, Ky., June 20.— The Court 
of Appeals yesterday reversed the case 
of tbe Vancabnrg de Stont'a Lane Turn- 
pike Company va. thn Maysville Big 
Sandy Railroad Gompany, of Lewis 
County. The action involves the pay- 
ment of turnpike tax for 1891-<i, as au- 
thorized by Acts of 1889-90, Chapter 1034. 

The Court, as provided by the act, ap- 
pointed two appraisen to fix tbe valua- 
tion. These appraisers fixed the value* 
tion at 520,000 a mile for seven miles. 
The court below directed that tbe plaint 
IfF mnat elect whether they wonld try 
by the appraisement or by the OOUUty 
assessment, This court reverses the case 
and directs that the assessment shall be 
made on valuation of the Railroad Com- 
missionera' valuation, and that tbe rail- 
road ia liabto for the tax.
